The Supreme court barred the 
door today against another coal 
miners' walkout March 31—unless 
the miners are willing- to pay $2,- 
800,000 for the privilege.

L Lewis and the United Mine

The order originally was to go 


into effect March 31 with Lewis 
allowed five days thereafter to 
comply with it.

Would Replace Harvest 


of Sponges Taken Out 


of Ocean There 


Train Piles Up 


By HAL BOYLE 


Nassau, Bahamas. March 7— 


(AP)—Black 
gold—oil 
pumped 


from beneath the Atlantic fldbr— 
may yield more wealth than the 
million-dollar harvests once taken 
from sea beds by vanishing- Ba- 
hamian sponge fleets. 


In the shallow waters of the 


great Bahama bank—known to 
natives as "the mud"—six thou- 
.sand fishermen in 600 schooners 
and sloops used to hunt valuable 
sponges that for a century made 
this British colony a world export 
c«nter for the sponge trade. 


An epidemic fungus disease de- 


stroyed most of the sponge beds in 
1939, however, and all but wiped 
out the islands' chief industry. 


Wow seven major oil companies, 


including; a local subsidiary of 
Standard Oil of New Jersey, are 
exploring the sea bottom in search 
of 
oil-bearing formations. 
All 


from the Bahamian government, 
fromthe Bahamian government. 


Drill if Favorable 


By use of radar and gravity 


meters aboard small vessels the 
companies are studying underlying 
rock formations, and wells will be 
drilled if reports are favorable. 


The islands lie on the edge of 


the continental shelf, largely sur- 
rounded by water no more than 20 
feet de"ep, which plunges abruptly 
in places to depths of three miles 
Or more. 


Discovery of oil would come as a 


welcome boom to thousands of 
natives left idle by the destruction 
of the sponge beds, which even 
before 
the 
appearance 
of 
the 


fungus disease had been alarming- 
ly depleted by over harvesting. 


Frenchman Opened Beds 


The Indus try was begun in 1841 


by , Gustave Renouard, a ship- 
wrecked Frenchman who began 
exporting sponges to Paris. Soon 
thousands of natives were at work 
hunting the sponges, which they 
sighted through glass bottomed 
tubs and hooked dexterously with 
40 foot poles. 
Sometimes the 


small bobbing- sloops remained at 
sea. for weeks. 


The sponges grow in masses on 


the ocean floor and have to be 
dried for a .period of weeks and 
cleaned of animal matter before 
being- trimmed and shipped. For 
decades this work was done on the 
sponge wharf at Nassau, a main 
attraction for tourists. 


"We used to get sponges here 


by the tens of thousands, and now 
you can't even fill a sack," said H. 
A. McKinney. who believes the 
only hope-of~reviving the industry- 
is to close the sponge beds until 
they have a opportunity to rejuve- 
nate themselves. 
^ 


Take is Small Now 


"Some native fishermen have the 


idea the sponge beds grow up 
again overnight like mushrooms," 
he said. "But the sponge is an 
animal, not a vegetable, and takes 
from five to 10 years to reach a 
commercial size." 


The government, which closed 


the beds after the 1939 epidemic, 
reopened them on a limited scale 
this year. 


"But only about 544.000 worth 


were gathered." said McKinney. 
pointing out that formerly the 
yearly take had exceeded a million 
dollars. He sees no possibility of 
the industry recouping unless the 
natural beds are closed another 
ten years and the government 
halts "\videspread poaching in 
cultivated beds."

been talking of cutting expenses, 
probably will talk long1 on this 
question: Where after Greece and 
Turkey?: 


Will it Cause War? 


How long can we go on handing 


out supplies and money ? Can we 
go on indefinitely like that without 
having: war with • Russia ?. That 
question is being asked in the 
senate now.

So far Russia hasn't said any- 


thing official about Mr. Truman's 


new foreign policy. It isn't likely 
to remain quiet forever, and for 
this, if no other reason: 


In stepping into the internal af- 


fairs of Greece, this country is 
ignoring the United Nations which 
we helped create to solve interna- 
tional problems. 


No Time for U. >*. 


Mr. Truman said the time is too 


pressing to wait for action by the 
United Nations. 
But would we 


permit Russia to make that excuse 
if she openly wanted to do some- 
thing of the same kind ? 


Once we do it, Russia, may feel 


free to do likewise.' Then what 
happens to the United Nations? 


So far this story has dealt only 


with the problems this nation faces 
in protecting- its national welfare. 
But the question of democracy is 
part of all this, too. 


In this country political de- 


mocracy—political opposition and 
the free vote—is the .backbone of 
the government and the way of 
life. 


Communists don't bother with 


it. They'll use political democracy 
to gain power, if they can, and 
then wipe it out by crushing oppo- 
sition. 


But what do -we do? 
Would we—-once we've poured 


millions of dollars into a country 
to help stop communism—stand 
idly by if the communists had a 
chance of coming to power, in 
regular, free elections ? .
